Westminster Schools 
Launch Fine Experiment 


The plan announced here to eliminate 
duplication in college of courses prep- 
school graduates have already had could 
be extended to the entire state educational 
program. 

Dr. William L. Pressley, president of 
Westminster Schools, has revealed a pro- 
gram—perhaps the first in the country— 
that would accomplish this purpose, 

His institution, cooperating with 
Emory, Oglethorpe and Agnes Scott, will 
permit students to complete certain basic 
courses that college freshmen are re- 
quired to take whether or not they have 
had them before. The difference will be 
that these colleges will no longer make the 
duplication mandatory. 


The arrangement strikes at the heart 
of a major educational problem, the en- 
forced holding back of exceptional stu- 
dents because of the “average.” It also 
offers opportunity for expanding liberal 
arts instruction at the high school level, 
to free the colleges of teaching funda- 
mentals that should have been taught in 
grade school. 

Finally, it points up the lack of prepa- 
ration of many high school graduates for 
coliege work. This lamentable weakness 
in our educational program is far more 
common than most people realize. 

We congratulate Dr. Pressley, West- 
minister Schools and the cooperating col- 
leges for this progressive step toward so- 
lution of a knotty problem. We appreciate 
the assistance of the Ford Foundation in 
making the experiment possible.

Dot Georgia Skyline 


The switch from a one-crop economy 
has changed the face of the Georgia farm. 
It is also changing the Georgia skyline. 

At Carrollton, Orchard Hill, Athens 
and elsewhere in the state storage eleva- 
tors have risen as grain becomes an im- 
portant crop. 

Fitzgerald now joins the list of those 
farm market centers acquiring facilities for 
processing and storing seeds and grain. B. 
I. Anderson of the Ben Hill County seat 
has started work on a 320,000-bushel ele-~ 
vator along with a peanut drying and 
picking plant. He hopes to have them fin- 
ished by May 1. 

Thus, farmers in south central Georgia 
will have a place to market corn, other 
grains and peanuts when the price is right. 
Or they will have a chance to store their 
crops. , 

The man who is building the new ele+ 
vator estimates if it had been available 
last year farmers of Ben Hill and nearby 
counties would have got 50 cents more per 
bushel for their corn. And 50 cents ain't 
hay, as the saying goes. 

We commend Mr. Anderson for his fore- 
sight and enterprise in providing his sec- 
tion with the new elevator. More and 
more of these great new granaries are 
standing out on the horizon, highly utili- 
tarian symbols of a new day in Georgia ag- 
riculture.

BB Guns Are Lethal 


As Experience Proves 


It happens with amazing regularity, as 
eye specialists and physicians all over the 
state will tell you. Every few days there is 
a report of some youngster, or adult, hav- 
ing been shot in the eye with a BB gun. 

It happened again last week in Atlanta. 
A youngster, collecting money on his pa- 
per route, “accidentally” was shot in one 
eye. At last report it was uncertain 
whether or not he would lose it. 

We remind parents of children that BB 
guns are dangerous weapons, even lethal 
weapons, They should be handled by chil- 
dren only under close supervision of their 
parents, at least as long as the law allows 
them to be sold. 

The prevalence of serious injuries from 
making these “toys” available to children 
calls for a new examination into whether 
they should be sold at all. Many eye spe- 
cialists, in particular, feel they should be 
prohibited. Repeated words of caution ap- 
parently have had little effect.

candidates in national conventions; 


the more conservative, nationalist, 


high tariff wing of the party has been dominant and exerted controlling 
influence in Congress between times. 


An examination of this seeming 
paradox will help us to understand 
what iS happening now between 
President Eisenhower and Con- 
gress. 

The President's nomination in 
1952 was a triumph for the mod- 
erately progressive, international- 
ist element, as also, before that, 
were the nominations of Gov. Dew- 


ey of New York in 1948 and 1944,. 


and of the late Wendell L. Willkie 
in 1940. They defeated the more 
conservative, nationalist faction 
that rallied three times unsuccess- 
fully about the late Sen. Taft of 
Ohio and once (in 1944) about Sen. 
John W. Bricker of Ohio. 

But in Congress during all those 
years, the latter, . concentrated 
chiefly in the Middle West, was 
not only more numerous, but oc- 
cupied the key posts and shaped 
party policy to a large degree. 

Now for the first time since that 
internal struggle within the. Re- 
publican Party has become so in- 
tense, the party has a man in the 
White House, of international 
inclinations. We are, therefore, 
watching a contest within the party 
for control of policy in the national 
government, itself. Here the stakes 
are much bigger, since the course 
of government is involved, and not 
just the course of a minority party 
as the Republican Party was for 
so long. 


The head-on collision is drama- 
tized now in two issues that have 
come forward early in this second 
session of the 83rd Congress. One 


is foreign trade policy, so vital to 
our free world allies; the other is 
the constitutional amendment pro- 
posed by Sen. Bricker to restrict 
the treaty-making powers of the 
President and thus weaken the 
hands of our chief executive in 
his international leadership. 


As for foreign trade, the Eisen- 
hower internationalist view was 
supported by a majority of the 
Randall Commission in its report 
over the weekend. eae 


But the three members of the 
12-member commission who will 
have most to do with tariff policy 
in Congress dissented. Two of 
them, Chairman D. B. Reed (R- 
N.Y.), of the House Ways and 
Means Committee which drafts 
trade and tariff legislation initial- 
ly, and Rep. Richard M. Simpson 
(R-Pa.), an influential member of 
the same committee, were against 
the report as a whole and will sub- 
mit their views later. Sen. Eugene 
D. Millikin (R-Colo.), chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee 
which handles trade and tariff leg- 
islation in the Senate, differed in 
many important respects from the 
Randall commission majority.

WASHINGTON — Unfortunately newspaper 
headlines printed in the United States each day 
do not reach the people of Europe—at least not

So much has been written 
abroad about Sen. McCarthy as a 
“dictator,” and repeated by re- 
turning American visitors, that 
the latest evidence should be in- 
structive to Europeans. If the 
Wisconsin senator wasn't power- 
ful enough even to dictate to a 
minority of his committee, he 
can’t be much of a dictator. 

What they fail to perceive in 
Europe is that in the United 
States public opinion is sovereign 
and that, when the three Demo- 
cratic senators staged a walkout 
last summer because of their in- 
sistence that committee _ staff 
members be hired and fired by 
a majority of the committee 
rather than by the chairman, it 
was a significant protest. In due 
time heed was paid to this prin- 
ciple which, by the way, affects 
all congressional committees.

Mc- 
Carthy said that he didn't like to 
see one party manning the sub- 
committee and that the two- 
party system required represen- 
tation of the minority as well as 
majority, it became important for 
the Democrats not to place them- 
selves in the position of being un- 
willing to help investigate Com-

munists in government and prob- 
lems affecting governmental op- 
erations, 

Sen. McCarthy, however, has 
been attacked as having a presi- 
dential ambition. This is sup- 
posed to be an improper motive. 
The point has been made by Mee 
Carthy’s enemies that he is en- 
gaged in the anti-Communist 
crusade merely to get publicity 
so he can run for president... What 
such observers fail to note is 
that neither political party in re- 
cent years—especially after the 
1928 experience with the Al Smith 
candidacy—has shown signs of 
nominating any Catholic to the 
presidency. 


For all practical purposes, 
there isn’t the remotest chance 
that Sen. McCarthy will ever be 
a candidate for the presidency. 

He recently told us: 


“I have no interest and no am- 
bition at all in that direction, to 
be nominated for president of the 
United States. I think I can do a 
better job where I am. No one 
has ever been nominated unless 
he has gone out for it, and I do 
not intend to go out for the nomi- 
nation. There is no such thing as 
a draft. Unless you go out and 
work for a nomination, there is 
no draft.’’

mit a plan for the gas lines under 
which his company will bear all 
expenses of laying the lines. 
The principal main, according 
to map plans submitted, will run 
from Stone road up Barge to 
Campbellton road and then down 
Campbellton to Niskey Lake road. 
A second main will be laid along 
Fairburn road to Ben Hill Meth- 
odist, starting at Campbellton 
and Fairburn road intersection, 
where the first main will end. 
Approximately 312 homes will 


be serviced by the new gas 
mains. 
In sparsely occupied ‘&reas 


where the new mains do not 
reach, residents may pool money 
and pay for extensions into their 
blocks. Such costs will be re- 
turned to home-owners as rebates 
when additional persons build or 
occupy houses in a given block, 
Taber said. 

He explained that one house 
must be present on the block for 
each 100 feet of frontage for the 
gas light company to build the 
lines free. If only five houses oc- 
cupy a block with 1,000 feet front- 
age, this would mean the com- 
pany would build 500 feet of line 
free but that residents would 
have to pay for the remaining 
500 feet.

Ned isn’t dying. When patients 
grumble and complain, they sel- 
dom are fatally ill. 

And if a husband can curse 
at his wife or quarrel with his 
nurse, he still has surplus vi- 
tality. 

When people are seriously ill 
and at death’s door, they are 
seldom in the mood to com- 
plain or argue, for every bit of 
energy is requuired to fight off 
the infection. So irritable pa- 
tients are usually getting better. 

If your sick baby lies quietly 
in bed and doesn’t play with 
its toys or show interest in ex- 
ternal reality, then that baby is 
probably in the valley of the 
shadow. 

But when patients, either child 
or adult, complain and grumble, 
or sneak out of bed to watch 
television, they have a surplus 


of energy and are usually not 
critically ill, despite their fever. 


BABY SITTERS 

Since invalids require almost 
as much attention as babies, you 
members of the family in con- 
stant attendance deserve a rest. 
So hire a ‘“‘baby sitter’ to give 
you a half day holiday. 

Then go to the movies and 
divert your mind from your long 
vigils at the bedside at home. 


Even if you have a patient 
who really is dying of some in- 
curable ailment, but who will 
probably last for weeks or 
months, you should not exhaust 
yourself by too constant vigils 
at the bedside. 

Some crochety middle aged 
husbands grow to be veritable 
tyrants when they become sick. 


They even accuse their wives 
of not loving them if the latter 
want to go out just for an after- 
noon. 

But don't let such childish 
criticisms disturb you unduly. 
Go out anyway. For you need it 
and you will also be better ap- 
preciated by your mate when 
you come back. 

Besides, if you don’t assert 
yourself, the usual chronic pa- 
tient will soon make you a com- 
plete slave. So teach him to do 
without you for a few hours at 
a stretch and let him learn to 
wait upon himself. 

For anybody who is sick for 
a week or longer tends to de- 


velop into a dictator and soon

your horse sense.

Child Died Next Day, Inquiry Told 


- CHICAGO, Jan. 26 1P—A mother charged today that 
a hospital refused admission to her baby girl who had 
been scalded and later died. 


At an inquest into the death 
of 5monthold Laura Lingo, Dr. 
Herman N. Bundesen, president 
of the Chicago Board of Health, 
said, “I believe the little baby 
would have lived if he had been 
given the proper blood or glu- 
cose.” 

MOM’S STORY 

Laura's mother, Mrs. Irene 
Roberta Lingo, 23, told how the 
baby was scalded Jan. 18 when 
& vaporizer, full of hot oil, over- 
turned on her. 

Mrs. Lingo said she rushed 
Laura to Woodlawn Hospital but 
attendants there demanded a $100 
deposit since she had no hos- 
pitalization insurance. 

Mrs. Lingo said she offered in- 
stead to pay the fee in weekly or 
monthly installments but the at- 
tendants told her the baby was in 
serious condition and would need 
two or three weeks’ hospitaliza- 
tion, she related. 

Dr. Hans Jaeger, who said he 
is a graduate of a German uni- 
versity but has no Illinois medi- 
cal license, said he had salve and 
bandages applied to Linda's in- 
jury and gave Mrs. Lingo a note 
admitting the child to the Cook 
County Hospital. 


TRAFFIC SNAG 

Mrs. Lingo said it took her 1% 
hours to get Linda to County Hos- 
pital, because of heavy traffic, 
and the baby died there the fol- 
lowing day. 

Coroner Walter E. McCarron 
commented, “it's hard to believe 
this could ‘happen in America.” 

Bundesen said he investigated 
and found that the hospital has 
not complied with a state law re- 
quiring that it have a resident 
licensed physician but that it has 
a licensed physician always on 
call. 

Jaeger denied that the child 
had beer neglected by the hos- 
pital. He said his examination of 
Linda did not lead him to believe 
her life was in danger. 

McCarron continued the inquest 
until next Tuesday saying he felt 
‘there was too much bartering 
for money or compensation for 
the hospital while an unfortunate 
child lay helplessly in need of 
treatment.”

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am 30, single, a stenographer, 
a musician, with lots of friends and hobbies. I am the e¢jdest of 
five children. As a child I was more or less of a brat until the 
youngest, my brother, was born. Mother was 39 at the time, not 
in good health, and the doctors said she might not pull through— 


but she did. 

I worried about her all day and 
reviewed my past mistakes when 
she entered the hospital. I did 
a complete change - over, and 
since then we have been more 
like pals than mother and 
daughter. But the minute she 
goes away I become a wreck. 
My tears at parting soon dry, 
but I worry all the while she is 
gone. 


It started when my sister on 
the East Coast had her first baby 
and wanted mother to be there. 
The night prior to mother’s de- 
parture, my brother, who is very 
nervous, had a serious, choking 
spell. We were lucky to pull him 
through, and mother took him 
along, to watch over him. I 
cried when they left but soon 
felt all right. They were gone 
nearly a month and very soon 
my sister needed mother again. 
She went, leaving my brother in 
my care; and I was under a ner- 
vous strain, fearful of what might 
happen to him in her absence. 


Now mother is leaving again, 
going with my sister and her 
child, who have been visiting us. 
She will be gone only a week, 
and I feel she is safe with my 
sister, but I worry that she will 
have to return alone. She is in 
good health now and knows how 
to travel alone. 

It is embarrassing to be teased 
for crying when she leaves, but 
I can't help it. Can you help 
me?

A Wall Street View 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Bright prospects for the immediate future of the nation’s 
economy, and for the continued growth of Atlanta and the South- 
east, were expressed here by a top New York business authority. 

Robert W. Feemster, chairman of the executive committee 
of Dow Jones & Co., publishers of The Wall Street Journal, de- 
clared while visiting Atlanta that there is ‘‘no condition for a 
depression’”’ existing in the nation today. 

Predicting that over-all business would be off for four or 
five months, he said an upturn is likely by the end of May with 
improved conditions existing from then on through the rest of 
1954. 

Stressing that ‘“‘things are returning to normal,”’ the publish- 
ing executive pointed out that the ‘‘law of supply and demand is 
the one economic law which works on all things all the time.”’ 

The economy had reached a point this past September, he 
explained, where supplies of goods had gotten ahead of orders. 
Business since then has had to ‘“‘take time to digest.’’ The result 
has been that inventories, very high in September, have been 
steadily coming down. ; 

Feemster’s advice to businessmen: ‘“‘Don’t get scared and 
run. Sell tough and buy tough, and put more men and steam in 
salesmanship.” 

Although business was ‘“‘badly informed’’ before the depres- 
sion of the 30s, he continued, today there is no excuse for any 
businessman not to know the economic picture literally from day 
to day... and thus be able to cope with conditions as they 
arise. 

The Southeast is a major market, he declared, ‘‘and nothing 


can stop its growth. Atlanta could promote itself more,” he added, 


‘“‘and accelerate its already fast development.” 

Feemster said he hoped that a Southeastern edition of The 
Wall Street Journal could be established in Atlanta within the 
near-term future.

Calls Business Recession Minor 

A similar appraisal of the current economic situation was 
made yesterday by Dr. Ralph J. Watkins, research director of 
Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., New York. 

He termed today’s business recession a “‘minor and short- 
lived interruption in our forward growth,”’ and told the Business 
Outlook Conference of the Washington Board of Trade he would 
‘‘not be surprised’’ if a business upturn occurred before mid-1954. 


Doesn’t Know Recession Length 

A different approach to the subject was taken recently by 
Crawford H. Greenewalt, president of duPont. He said that when 
asked whether business is going to be wp or down, and if down 
how much, he becomes deeply embarrassed. 

“If I tell the truth,” he went on, ‘‘and say I don’t know, 
people think I am an ignorant fellow. If I close my eyes and 
say up 5 per cent or down 10 per cent, according to my mood 
at the time, I am violating a cardinal principle of my scientific 
training which is to be both objective and honest.” 

Agreeing that a recession has been under way since sum- 
mer, Greenewalt says no one knows how long or how deep it 
will be and urges taking what he calls the long view: meaning 
that when viewed “against the pattern of our country’s long- 
term growth and prosperity, the bad times—so troublesome in 
their particular setting—fade first into unpleasant memories and 
finally into unimportant historical items. ., .”’
